dent of the Senate pro tempoie, and, in case 
there shall be no president of tlie Senate, then 
the speakei oi'the Imuse ol representatives, for 
the time being,.shiill act as president of the Uni- 
ted States, until ttie__disability be removed, or a 
president shall be elected 


Learned com men ta tors- upnn this law have 


suggested a possible difficulty that might occur 
it'the office should devolve on the speaker, after 
the Congress, for which the last speaker was 
ohnsen, hud expired, and before the next meet- 
ing of Congress, as to who shall serve. It will 
be seen the speaker, on w-hom the office falls, is 
to discharge the duties ofthe office until the du- 
ability w removed or a President shall be elected 


While ample provision has been made'for ca- 


ses of vacancy by reraoval,death, oriesignation, 
it is a little singular that there is no provision on 
account of a vacancy by the expiration of the 
official terra of office. 
Some commentators on 


the constitution have thought that such a vacan- 
cy would not be likely to occui until the people 
of the United States shall be weary of the con- 
stitution and government, and shall-adopt this 
method of patting a period to both by a dissolu- 
tion in this peaceable manner. 
But Judge Story 


gives it as his opinion that no absolute dissolu- 
tion of the government would constitutionally 
take place by such a non-election. 
The only 


eSect being a suspension of the powers of the 
executive part of the government, and inciden- 
tally of the legislative powers, until 4 new elec; 
lion to the presidency should take""pla"ce"a't the 
next constitutional period, an evil of very great 
magnitude, but not equal to a positive extinguish- 
ment of the constitution. 


The event of a non-election, it may be well to 


remember, may arise, without any intention on 
the part of the people to dissolve the government. 
On the election going to the house of represen- 
tatives the existence of three parties there may 
defeat an election in that body 
Or the two per- 


sons receiving a majority of the votes may die 
before taking their offices or heioie the vote is 
declared by Congress. 


Notwithstanding the absence of any express 


provision in the constitution Congress have un- 
dertaken to provide tor every case of a vacancy 
both of the officeTof president and vice president; 
and have declared that in such an event there 
shall immediately be a new election as provided 
in the following section of a law passed in March 
1792. 


"That whenever

shall both become va- 


cant, the secretary oi State shall forthwith cause 
a notification thereof to be made to the executive 
of every state ,and shall also cause the same to be 
published m,at least/me of the newspapers print- 
ed in each state, specifying tbat electors of the 
president ofthe United Sates, shall be appoint- 
ed or chosen, in the several states, within thirty- 
four oVys preceding tlie first Wednesday in De- 
cember, then next coining: Provided, There 
•bail be the space of two months between the
